INQUEST ADJOURNED 


An inquest was opened and adjourned 
vesterday in the Richmond Hospital, Dublin, 
ov the body of Mrs. Mary Murray, aged 
vears. of Stafford street, Dublin, who died 
following a motor collision at the mgge of 
Coleraine and Lisburn streets, Dublin, on last 
Saturday.

From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Monday. 


a. approach of the Christmas season 
finds the Northern Ireland trade out- 
look much better than it has been for some 
years. About 15,000 men are em loyed at 
the Belfast shipyard, which is almost up 
to the pre-war average, while in recent 
weeks there has been an improvement im 
the linen industry, and more people are 
working and receiving wages. 
This greater circulation of money will 
be reflected in the purchases from shop- 
keepers during Christmastide. Already the 
majority of the shops in Belfast have 
adopted a gay display of Christmas 
decoration. The development of Northern 
omnibus services has been of great advan- 
tage to the cities and towns in the North ; 
for many people living in remote country 
districts are induced to visit either Belfast, 
Londonderry, ór the nearest market town, 
particularly at Christmas time, for the 
purchase of presents and to see the gaily 
decorated shops. The strike at the Belfast 
cross-Channel steamers caused a temporary 
dislocation of the Christmas traffic. 


Valuation Problems 


Owners of house property in Belfast 
have received notices from the income tax 
authorities during the past week request- 
ing particulars of the rents which they 
receive, and whether the landlord or 
tenant bears the cost of the rates and 
repairs. 

These notices arise out of the recent re- 
valuation, but, so far as can be gathered, 
they will not in any way interfere with 
the right of owners to pay income tax 
either on the valuation of the property or 
the net rent, whichever is the lower. It 
has been found in some instances that the 
valuations are actually higher than the 
net rent basis. This is the case in regard 
to many controlled houses. The Courts 
have held, following a decision of the 
House of Lords, that the valuer, in cal- 
culating the value of the house, has not 
to take the controlled rent as the basis, 
but the value which the house would 
obtain in the open market if not con- 
trolled, less the statutory deductions for 
repairs, etc. The effect of this is that in 
some cases the valuation is higher than 
the net rent. In such cases owners and 
their agents naturally claim to pay income 
tax on the net rent. As _ valuations 
generally have been. brought nearer the 
net rent basis, it is predicted that con- 
siderably more will be paid in income tax 
on property next year than in the past. 
This, of course, was the object of re- 
valuation—the increase in income tax 
revenue, which, although reserved revenue, 
will increase the total revenue collection 


in Northern Ireland, and so help the 
Minister of Finance to balance his Budget. 
At first it was suggested that the in- 
crease in.,income tax would go to the 
British Treasury, and not benefit Northern 
Ireland, but that fiction has been quietly 
abandoned. : 


Pig Marketing Success 


It ig two veafs since the Northern Pig 
Marketing Board was established. The 
Board has secured many advantages for 
the pig producers in the North and has 
helped them to secure a large share of the 
British market for bacon from the Danes. 

The pig population has nearly doubled 
in the two years, and a recent census 
shows that it now stands at over half a 
million pigs. Notwithstanding this increase 
pork prices to-day are nearly 15s. per 
dead cwt. better than they were three 
years ago. In addition, prices are 
steadier. No longer do they jump about 
from week to week on market to market. 
Payment for quality has been introduced, 
new markets found, and the live pig 
trade has been made available to every 
pig producer in Northern Ireland. The 
Pigs Marketing Board, which is elected 
by 32,000 pig producers in Northern 
Ireland, has seized the opportunity opened 
up by the British Government's decision 
to protect the pig and bacon industries by 
restricting the imports of Danish bacon 
and hams. The Board has secured the 
establishment of two bacon factories to 
produce the Wiltshire type of bacon—the 
kind of bacon which is being cut off from 
abroad. It is the aim of the Board that 
every pig produced in Ulster must he 
cured in the North, as it is better to 
export bacon than live pigs. It has been 
found by experience that it is wasteful to 
ship pigs if they can be cured at a good 

rice at home. The Board’s operations 

ave been a record of steady progress.

Art in Industry 


A complete reorganisation of artistic 
education in Northern Ireland is the main 
feature of the report of the Industrial Art 
Committee set up by Viscount Charlemont 
as Minister of Education. 

The ever-increasing importance of art, 
in industry is emphasised in the report 
of the committee, the chairman of which 
was Sir Roland T. Nugent, until recently 
director of the Federation of British In- 
dustries, and a member of its Industrial 
Art Committee. Other members were: 
Lady Mabel Annesley, Mr. J. Humbert 
Craig, Mr. Morris Harding and Mr. J. 
F. Hunter, all well known artists, while 
the latter is the Art Inspector of the 
Ministry of Education. There were also 
representatives, of the linen industry and 
the printing trade. The committee recom- 
mended that a Central Art Council be 
established in Northern Ireland to super- 
vise art education in the province. and 
to advise the Government in matters, not 
only of art education and industrial art, 
but also on matters where aesthetic con- 
siderations enter the national life. | In 
this connection the committee suggested 
that not only the Government, but public 
bodies, and even private persons, might, 
with advantage, submit their plans for 
the advice and criticism of such a Council. 
The Council is intended to be the direct- 
ing intelligence behind an Ulster Art In- 
stitute, which would comprise a Central 
Art School for advanced art education, 
and serve as a bureau for industrialist, 
teacher, designer and student. Artistic 
design is so closely related to the linen, 
printing and other industries that any- 
thing which will develop art in relation 
to these and other industries, and enable 
them to meet the competition of other 
countries, is to be encouraged. It is 
recognised, however, that the establishment 
of an edifice of art like that contemplated 
in the report will take time, and each 
step must be taken gradually and be based 
on sure foundation,

WIDOW TELLS OF 
FAMILY DISPUTE 


—--—& — 


TEPHEN GALVIN, a .farmer of 
S Gortacloghane, Lixnaw, Co. Kerry, was. 

charged in the Central Criminal Court, 
Dublin, before Mr. Justice Meredith, yester- 
day, with the murder of James Lyons, at 
bartadhahana, on ó0th June or Ist July 
ast. 

He pleaded not guilty. | 

Mr. James Geoghegan, K.C. and Mr. Kevin 
Haugh (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), prosecuted, and Mr. Basil 
McGuckin, K.C. and Mr. George Cullinan 
{instructed by Mr. 1. G. Clarke, Listowel), 
defended. 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C. said that Lyons was 
married to Annie Galvin, a sister of the 
prisoner, but that marriage did not appear 
to have led to anything in the nature of 
friendship. From June, 1934 it would be 
clear, he thought, that the prisoner enter 
tained towards Lyons unfriendly feelings, 
if not feelings of hate. The prisoner was 
one of a large family. One of his brothers, 
named James Galvin, became a priest, and 
soon after his ordination his health gave way 
and he came back and lived with his family 
for many years. He lived in the house 
occupied by the prisoner and later in a new 
house which was built on an outlying portion 
of the farm. He died in 1935, when he 
was about thirty-four years of age. After 
her marriage with James Lyons, Annie Galvin 
lived for a short time with relatives and 
friends of her husband in Newcastle West, 
Co. Limerick, and later at home, afterwards 
going to live in the new house. The land on 
which the house was built formed past of 
the farm which had belonged to the father 
of the prisoner, who appeared to have died 
intestate many years ago. A family arrange- 
ment was made under which the Rev. James 
Galvin was entitled to a money annuity from 
his brother, Stephen. The.site for the house 
was not conveyed to him for about ten years, 
and th house was built, presumably, as 
part of the arrangement. James Lyons, who 
married Annie, was the son of a smmallei 
farmer than the Galvins. He had no house 
of his own, and after the period at Newcastle 
West and similar vicissitudes, the Rev. 
Father Galvin took them to live with him. 
He had a very great affection for his sister, 
Annie, and before he died, he made a will, 
under which this new house and the plot of 
land on which it stood was Lenueadiiel to 
her. Father Galvin died in March, this year. 


BODY IN A FURROW 


On the evening of Sunday, 30th June, 
James Lyons, his wife, Annie, and a visitor, 
Father Roche, were in the house listening to 
a wireless set. Father Roche left about ten 
o’clock, and some time later James Lyons 
left the house, but came back soon after 
and spoke to his wife. He again left. the 
house about 12.30 a.m. (old time), and mean- 
time his wife went to bed.. About ten past 
one she heard a moan and came downstairs, 
and the Jury would probably infer that the 
moan she heard was that of her husband. 
Mrs. Lyons went out to the garden: and 
looked round, but it was dark. 

About five o’clock in the morning she went 
to the house of a neighbour, Michael Kelly, 
who accompanied her back home. On coming 
back Kelly looked about the garden, and on 
the Western side of the house he -found 
an overcoat which would be identified as the 
overcoat the dead man, Lyons, had been 
wearing. The Guards at Lixnaw were 
communicated with, and about eleven o’clock 
on Ist July Guard Neill found the body of 
James Lyons lying in a furrow between 
two ridges of turnips, lying face downwards, 
about 205 feet from the house. There was a 
large wound on the right side of Lyons’ 
head, and another wound on the leg erg 
over the right eye, and medical evidence 
would show a number of very significant 
wounds were found on the body, Lyons 
usually used an iron bar as a lever for 
releasing the. grate of the fire-place before 
going to bed, and that iron bar was found 
outside a barbed wire fence in a field belong- 
ing to the prisoner. There was also’ found 
in the field a scarf which had been worn by 
the dead man. Outside the acre plot of the 
dead man in Galvin’s field there was a patch 
of ground covered with blood stains. It was 
also trampled, and indicated that at this 
place a very fierce struggle had taken place. 

A hat belonging to James Lyons was also 
found, but it was not cut or lomeana: For 
some distance from the trampled spot to the 
barbed wire there was a trail of blood, and 
on the lower strand of the barbed wire were 
also blood stains. Where the body was 
found there were little or no blood stains, 
and in the garden also were little or no 
blood stains, and no foot marks. 

This would indicate that they had here 
the trail of a wounded. man who crawled 
through the wire into his own garden. 


PRISONER’S INJURIES 


Sergeant Flynn, Lixnaw, who had accom- 
panied Guard Neill, went to the house of 
the prisoner, and, as a result of an interview 
with Mrs. Galvin (wife of the prisoner), there 
was produced to him a slasher, the shaft of 
which was four feet four inches long. It 
had a sharp steel blade, which was covered 
with blood, The blade and other objects in 
the prisoner’s house were examined by the 
State pathologist, and evidence would be 
given that the blood was human. Sergeant 
Flynn found the prisoner in bed with his head 
and right hand freshly bandaged. 

Mr. Geoghegan said that Father Galvin’s 
will, under which the new house and plot 
were bequeathed to his sister Annie, had not 
yet been admitted to probate because the 
prisoner entered a caveat, and began proceed- 
ings in the Circuit Courts regarding the 
validity of the will. Those proceedings 
between the prisoner and Annie Lyons were 
still pending. 

The State, he concluded, asked the jury to 
infer that the prisoner murdered Lyons with 
malice aforethought and with ill-will in his 
heart. 

Mrs, Annie Lyons, widow of the dead man, 
examined by Mr. Geoghegan, said that her 
husband had lived in his father’s house for 
some time prior to February, 1935, when he 
came to hve at the house of Father James 
Galvin. He lived there until his death on 
Ist July. 

She said that on the night of 20th June, 
when she had gone to bed, her husband went 
out, but came back later and told her it 
was 1 a.m. (old time), the clock being thirty 
minutes past, Aftér about ten minutes her 
husband went out again, giving her his rea- 
sons for doing so 


SAW MEN RUNNING 

She did not see him after that, but heard 
noises resembling moans. She left the house 
and heard Stephen Galvin’s dog barking in 
Later she saw two men run- 
ning in the direction of her brother’s house. 
She could just see the figures but could not 
recognise the men. It was then some time 
after one o'clock in the morning, old: time. 

In reply to Mr. Justice. Meredith, witness 
said that she could not see if the men had 
anything in their hands, 

Continuing, witness said that between 3 
and 5.30 a.m. (old time) she saw a man, who 
wore no coat, and two little girls going in 
the same direction as the two men she had 
seen previously. She recognised one of the 
girls as Mairin Hickey, employed by Stephen 
Galvin as a nursemaid. Later she went to 
the house of Michael Kelly, who came out 
with her and picked up her husband's coat 
behind a rick of turf. 

She and her husband had been on good 
terms with Stephen up to the time of her 
mother’s funeral, but after that they were not 
on speaking terms with him, After the death 
of her brother, Father James Galvin. a will 
was read to her by a solicitor’s clerk. At 
the time of her hushand’s death she was en. 
gaged in a law suit with her brother (Stephen), 
who contested the will. e caee was to have 
been heard on July 8th, but it had not. yet 
come off. 

A coat, a pair of trousers and vest, and 
underclothing, which were bloodstained and 
torn almost to pieces, were produced and 
were identified as those of her husband by 
witness, who broke down and went.

She 
got at the time £50 from her brother Jerry, 
to whom she had lent £100 out of her 
dowry: She and her husband went to live 
in Newcastle West with a cousin of her hus- 
band’s. Later she: went to live with her 
husband's people, and when her husbaxd 
went tó work the farm she was brought back 
home by her mother, She said that when 
Stephen was getting married he wanted her 
to signi over the house and plot which had 
been left her by her brother, Father James. 


THROUGH A WINDOW 

Further cross-examined by Mr. McGuckin, 
witness said that she stayed at times in 
Stephen's house between 1929 and 1932 with 
her husband. She had her mother’s per- 
mission to do so. On some occasions they 
used. enter Stephen’s house through the win- 
dow and on other occasions ihnoagk the 


door. 

Mr. McGuckin—You knew that Stephen 
and his wife objected to you coming there ?-— 
No. : 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Then why did you 
go in ‘through the window’?—We_ went 
through the window only when the family 
was in bed. 

Before the Court adjourned until this 
morning at 10.30 the foreman of the jury 
asked that they should sit later. Mr. Jus- 
tice Meredith said that they could not sit 
late that night because an extra stenographer 
was needed, but they would sit late to- 
night.

| CHARGE 


QUESTIONS FOR 
DECISION 
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“(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN, MR. 
JUSTICE HANNA AND MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE) 

An appeal by way of case stated was 
brought by the Attorney-General, the com- 
plainant in a summons heard ‘at Lifford Dis- 
trict Court against John Traynor, Strabane. 
Co. Tyrone, in connection with charges of 
smuggling. 

It appeared that on the 8th December, 
1933, Traynor was arrested,brought before a 
Peace Commissioner, and charged with hav- 
ing, at Lifford and Castlefin, on the 6th 
December, 1933, unlawfully evaded payment 
of Customs duty on articles of clothing, etc., 
to the value of £100. He was remanded on 
bail to Lifford District Court on the 24th 
January, 1934. When this Court assembled 
it was intimated by the State Solicitor that 
the complainant was vot proceeding with the 
charge as framed before the Peace Commis- 
sioner, but. on charges framed as follows :— 
(1) being concerned in a fraudulent attempt 
at evasion of Customs duties on clothing and 
wearing apparel, found in possession of Miss 
Madge Ramsey at Lifford on the 5th Decem- 
ner, 1933, the complaniant electing to pro- 
ceed to a penalty of. £100; (2) a similar 
charge relating to clothes found in posses 
sion of Paul Quigley at Lifford on the same 
date; (3) failing truly to answer questions 
put to him by Customs officers ; and (4) 
being knowingly concerned with the attempted 
evasion of the payment of duties of Cus- 
toms in respect of goods seized at his shop 
in Lifford. In this last mentioned charge 
the complainant proceeded for a penalty of 
£725. 

‘Traynor was on ‘ai’. The hearing of the 
charges was adjourned to the 28th Feb- 
ruary, and on this date the District Justice 
dismissed*charges 1, 2 and ó, and adjourned 
charge 4 “At @ sitting of the Court on the 
25th April, 1934, the charge, as framed be 
fore the Peace Commissionet, was struck out, 
and evidence Was given in respect of charge 
4. Counsel for the defendant objected to 
the validity of the proceedings, on the ground 
that defendant was neither summoned nor 
detained at the time when the charge was 
first preferred—at the sitting of the Court 


on the 24th January, 1934, when he had 
surrendered to his bail. This ob- 
jection was overruled, and the District 


Justice found the defendant guilty of charge 
four, and declared that the duty-paid value 
of the goods was £180. It was contended 
by counsel for the defendant that the District 
Justice was not bound by the election of the 
Revenue Commissioners, and that it was 
open to him to inflict a penalty of not less 
than single nor more than treble the duty- 
paid value of the goods. The District 
Justice accepted this contention and inflicted 
a penalty of £180. 

[he questions for determination by the 
High Court were: whether the District Jus- 
tice was right in overruling the objection of 
the defendant’s counsel; whether he was 
right in holding that the defendant was 
brought before a Justice within the meaning 
of the Customs Consolidation Act; and 
whether he was right in holding that, not- 
withstanding the election of the Revenue 
authorities, the District Justice had power to 
inflict a penalty of single duty value of the 
goods. 

When the case was before the High Court 
on a previous occasion it was sent back to 
the District Justice for a supplemental state- 
ment, and this set ont that the District 
Justice had found that on the date when the 
defendant's premises were searched for un- 
Customed goods by a number of Customs 
officers, pursuant to a search warrant, the de. 
fendant was placed under arrest on a charge 
of emuggiing ; that at the time the officer 
who arrested him had no express warraat vf 
arrest other than the statutory power of 
arrest; and that on the charge on whick ¢he 
defendant was convicted the defendant ws 
breught before the District Justice without 
information or summons and without the de- 
fendant having been arrested on detained 
on the express charge.

The clinking of glasses and the pulling 
of crackers replace the noise of knives and 
forks in use as the meal draws to a close. 


ONLY THE BEGINNING 


But for the cook and the housewife this 
meal marks only the beginning of Christ- 


mas in the kitchen and the diningroom. 
There are other days and other occasions, 
and cold turkey and eold pudding are in 
the. nature of emergency rations. Cold 
turkey is, of course, ex¢ellent for tea or 
supper, while fried plum pudding is a 
delicacy worth trying, - 

Goose may constitute a welcome change 
from turkey on Boxing Day or later. Duck 
and chickens also may find a place on 
the tab’e, while in many houses an essen- 
tial part of the Christmas diet is a round 
of spiced beef. 

On the tea table Christmas cake 1s 
bound to find a place. In some cases it 
is ‘baked at home; in others it is found 
more convenient to buy it from the baker 
or in the pastry cook’s shop. The second 
is less troublesome, and the shops, indeed, 
offer a wide choice, the prices ranging 
from the extremely moderate and the 
attractiveness of the cakes being high, no 
matter how little one may pay. 


TEA AND BISCUITS 


Tins of biscuits are almost an essen- 
tial, for there will be times of the day 
when the appetite does not rise above a 
cup of tea and a biscuit to nibble. 

It is important, incidentally, to make 
sure that your stock of tea is sufficient to 
jast over the holidays. And it is rather 
useless to have your pantry full of turkey 
and pudding and €ake and wine if some 
such essentials as custard powder and 
coffee and an adequate supply of sugar 
have been neglected. 

Breakfasts, too, cannot be completely 
neglected. Bacon and eggs and cereals 
must be stocked as usual. 


THE HAM 


A ham will be found to provide a taste- 
ful complement to the turkey, and cold 
ham is also most useful for meals other 
than luncheon and dinner. 

The question of alternative sweets will 
arise, and here there is a wide choice. It 


is useful to have a supply of tinned fruit, 
while jellies are welcome on account of 
their lightness. 

If there are children Christmas ice-cream 
may be regarded as a special treat. 
Possibly your dairyman will be able to 
arrange for its delivery if you are unable 
to manufacture your own, and a freezer 
of it will help to make your party go with

WINES 


Wines would require an article to them- 
selves, but any of the wine merchants who 
advertise in the Jrish Times will be only 
too glad to help with advice. 

Much will depend upon the tastes of 
your family and your guests.

In the evening the men may prefer 
whiskey to any other drink, and it is 
almost essential to have some in the house. 


CHRISTMAS PARTY FARE 


Christmas and New Year parties now- 
adays are not the formal affairs of old. 
No longer do we sit down to a properly 
laid table for refreshments; instead, the 
food usually consists of “ finger and 
fork ” snacks to be eaten sitting around 
the fire. The following recipes will give 
you some new ideas for party food :— 

Banana Creams. 

Ingredients—} an ounce of gelatine, á 
bananas, 2 eggs, 3 tablespoonfuls of full- 
cream condensed milk, 3 of a pint of 
water, cream. 

Dissolve the condensed milk in the 
water, add the gelatine and let it soak 
for one hour. Place on a low gas and stir 
until thoroughly dissolved; Add the 
beaten yolks of eggs and stir until the 
mixture thickens. When nearly cold 


slice and add the bananas. Beat the 
whites of the eggs and stir them in. Pour 
into individual sundae or grape-fruit 
glasses and allow to set. Whip the 
cream thickly and place a spoonful on 
each portion. 

Prawn Snacks. 
Ingredicnts—Bottled prawns, 
boiled eggs, toast, butter, parsley. 
Cut buttered toast into fingers of a size 
to take two slices of hard-boiled egg. 
Lay the slices of egg on each finger; 
place a prawn on each circle of eggs and 
a leaf of parsley on each prawn. 

Mushroom Sandwiches. 

Ingredients—12 small mushrooms, 2 
tomatoes, 4 of a pint of milk, 4 an ounce 
of grated breadcrumbs, 4 an onion, 1 tea- 
spoonful of lemon juice, salt and pepper. 

Peel the mushrooms and onion and cut 
small. Place all ingredients in a saucepan 
and simmer gently until tender. Pass the 
mixture through a sieve and leave on a 
plate to cool. Cut thin slices of bread and 
butter and spread thickly with the 
mixture. Make into sandwiches. 

Pineapple Cream Ices. 

Ingredients—4 a lb. of finely chopped 
tinned pineapple, 4 a teacupful of pine- 
apple syrup, 1 teaspoonful of lemon juice, 
5 eggs, 1 dessertspoonful of cornflour, 3 
tablespoonfuls of full-cream condensed milk 
dissolved in 4 of a pint of water. 

Pass the pineapple through a hair sieve 
and add the syrup and lemon juice. Mix 
the cornflour with a little of the milk 
mixture to form a sniooth paste. Boil and 
add the remainder of the milk, simmer- 
ing for five minutes. Allow to cool slightly, 
then add the beaten eggs; stir over a low 
gas until the mixture thickens. Add the 
pineapple purée. and allow to get cold 
before turning into the freezing machine. 

Claret Cup. 

Ingredients—1 ping of claret, 1 bottle of 
soda water, 1 bottle of lemonade, 4 a Ib. 
of castor sugar, 1 lemon, half a cucumber 
cut in slices, 

Pour the claret into a large jug. Add 
the cucumber and sliced lemon, stirring 
in the sugar until dissolved. Place the 
jug in the refrigerator or on ice until 
required. Immediately before serving pour 
in the soda water and lemonade.

American firms have begun to 
borrow “ British’’ stories, and British 
firms have begun to borrow American stars 
and American technique, until sometimes 
it is very hard to tell whether a film comes 
from Hollywood or from one of the London 
studios.

AN ANALOGY 


TO THE ENMITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sim,—lrish newspapers received here during 
the last few months lead one te the conciu- 
sion that Ireland is rapidly following in the 
footsteps of Australia in. the matter of' her 
fiscal and industrial policy—a policy which 
largely helped to lead Australia to the brink 
of tinancial ruin. 

Vehen I first arrived in Australia in 1895, 
each Colony was independent and self- 
governing.

other States was. New South Wales had 


the price and conditions of labour, whereas 


Wages Boards, consisting of three employes, 
three employers, and an independent chatr- 
man, There were four times as many strikes 
in New South Wales as in Victoria, and a 
much less friendly feeling between employer 
and employe. 

With the coming of Federation in 1901, 
Customs became a Federal matter, and a 
Federal Arbitration Court made the awards 
for labour, and, as the Customs’ tariff rose, 
so the employés got their wages raised by 
the Arbitration Court; and as the cost of 
production thus rose, the employers 
yerpetually clamoured for higher and yet 
Man duties, until the bas could no 
longer pay the costs. The two opposing 
parties in Parliament vied with one another 
(especially after the war), in borrowing 
money to spend on public works, so that 
the workers might be able to buy the pre- 
ducts of our factories. Meanwhile, the 
cost of production of our primary products, 
such as wool, meat, butter, wheat, barley, 
flour, hides, wine and tallow timber, etc., 
all rose to such a point that incomes to be 
taxed ceased to exist, and the revenue from 
that source was largely lost. In the mean 
time. the workers had been so well paid out 
of the borrowed money that a perfect orgy 
of imports was being indulged in, until one 
fine day, a periodical series of drought came 
along and there was such a diminished crop 
of wheat, wool, meat, etc., te export, that 
not enough money was left, after paying for 
our imports, to pay interest on our borrowed 
money. The demand for money in London 
became such that, for £100 in London, we 
had to pay one hundred and thirty Aus- 
tralian pounds, This has since dropped to 
£125. but seems likely to remain at this 
figure for a long time vet. 

An old friend of mine, who was a great 
high tariff advocate, once said to me in 1896 
or 18 ‘“T would like to see a big wall 
all round Australia and let nothing in.” His 
son heard me tell this story last year, and 
replied : “ Yes, father forgot that we had to 
get our products out over that wall.” The 
life blood of every nation is commerce, and 
nations are just like people. When I require 
a hat or a pair of boots I go to the hatter 
or bootmaker who suits me best and do not 
try and make them myself,.and so, as a 
nation, Ireland must buy where it suits her 
best, and must sell, so as to pay for what 
she buys. 
When the Australian tariff rose to its 
highest peak and money became really scarce 
and unemployment rife, the Customs officials 
suddenly Seaasine aware that their jobs were 
seriously in danger, as imports had ceased 
owing to the shortage of. money, and there 
was no work for them. Foreign nations 
whose goods had been shut out by these 
tariffs refused to buy our produce and a 
stalemate ensued, with great distress all 
round. Where there is a big demand and 
the article can be satisfactorily and cconomi- 
cally made at home the policy of a bounty 
for a limited number of years is, peeve pee 
sound until the industry is established. A 
bounty is sounder than a duty, for a bounty 
is easily discontinued, whereas a duty is 
seldom, if ever, wholly removed, As an 
example of what happened in Australia take 
the following. We used to import our plate- 
glass from Belgium, and Belgium bought 
very large quantities of barley from us, We 
put a huge duty on plate-glass, which gave 
employment to a few men—certainly the 
number did not exceed fifty—and Belgium 
retaliated by refusing to take our barley, thus 
throwing back all our exportable surplus of 
this commodity on the hands of hundreds of 
arley-growers and their farm workers. Next 
we put a prohibitive duty on the excellent 
bananas from Fiji. Fiji retaliated by buying 
all their groceries, hardware, etc., from New 
Zealand or the United States (both countries 
nearer to her) instead of from Australia. 
This blunder has cost us £100,000. The 
French also nsed to take huge quantities of 
our wheat, but have been turned against us 
by our tariffs on their manufactured goods. 
You have no steam coal in Ireland, nor 
have you any iron ore, and in this age you 
cannot do without either. On the other 
hand, you have unequal soil fof producing 
beef, butter and horses (to say nothing of 
pigs, sheep, potatoes, ete.), so it behoves you 
to beware lest you fall into the parlous state 
Anstralia has got, into. Fortunately for us, 
this is a rich country with many populous 
countries surrounding us to whom we 
ship a good deal of produce of a grdat 
variety, and by this means, and by ruthlessly 
cutting down the interest on our own internal 
loan, we have survived the debacle and have 
been able to “ pay the piper’’ overseas with-

MEETINGS IN DUBLIN

Everest 


Another attempt—the fifth since the end 
of the Great War—will be made early next 
year to climb to the summit of Mount 
Everest. Last spring the Mount Everest 
‘Committee was able to secure permission 
for the effort from the Tibetan Govern- 
ment, and yesterday it was announced that 
a party of twelve will set out soon for the 
Himalayas, under Mr. Hugh Ruttledge, 
the leader of the 1933 expedition. Nothing 
very much, we imagine, will be gained if 
the highest mountain in the world can be 
conquered at last, but Everest fascinates 
the sportsman because it seems to be un- 
attainable, and the fact that man has not 
set foot on its summit is a challenge that 
no mountaineer can ignore. 


In a sense, of 
course, the great mountain has been de- 
feated already. Aeroplanes twice flew 
over it in 1933—though on the first 
occasion they only succeeded by a bare 
hundred feet—and the summit is a mystery 
no longer. Yet it remains untrodden, 
unless, indeed, Mallory and Irvine reached 
it in their last gallant effort, and died 
there. The history of the last four expedi- 
tions is a record of determined attempts 
which failed, actually, within sight of 
It is true that Colonel Howard 
Bury’s party still had six thousand feet 
to climb when it admitted defeat on the 
North Col in 1921, but its “ record’ of 
25,000 feet was beaten in the following 
year, when two climbers reached a height 
of 27,300 feet. In 1924 A. H. Mallory and 
A. C. Irvine, when last seen by their com- 
panions, were less than a thousand feet 
from the summit, and the 1933 expedition 
was forced to turn back at a height of 
28,100 feet. Is it possible that Mr. 
Ruttledge’s band will succeed where the 
others have failed, and that the full total 
of 29,141 feet will be climbed? The task 
will be extremely hard ; for Mount Everest 
sets the most severe test for human en- 
durance that can be imagined. Experienced 
mountaineers agree that it is not a 
“ difficult ' mountain—that is to say, it 
offers no obstacles which cannot be over- 
come—and that the ascent of several other 
Himalayan peaks is decidedly more 
dangerous from the climber’s point of view. 
Yet Everest is unique. Its weather condi- 
tions are such that a successful assault 
can be made only at one particular time of 
the year, and a few days can make all the 
difference between defeat and success. 
Moreover, the lack of air at that great 
height affects the strongest men, so that 
even breathing becomes an effort, and 
climbing almost an impossibility. Mr. 
Ruttledge’s party, however, has been very 
carefully chosen, and the eleven young 
men who will go with him have been 
selected from scores of applicants... It 
will have at least one advantage; for it 
will profit by the experience of the last 
four attempts. Like them, it may fail, 
but all who admire courage and adventure 
will wish it the fulfilment of its dream.

Christmas Shopping . 


Christmas this year falls upon a Wed- 
nesday, ‘and not, as last year, upon a 
Tuesday. This noteworthy difference 
apart, the festival bids fair to resemble 
closely its immediate predecessor. Grafton 
street, as the day darkens, once again 
becomes a lane of light, virtually impass- 
able to man and beast. Balloons, tethered 
to the persons of screaming, or smiling, 
children, blunder terrifyingly into the 
faces of furious shoppers; and knives, 
revolvers, tricycles and other lethal 
impedimenta, clutched in t.., but 
extraordinarily powerful, hands, cut a 
swathe knee-high along the pavement. 
Some of these little ones fly along upon 
one leg, suspended in mid-air by virtue’ of 
the blood-freezing grip maintained upon 
an arm by a cursing parent; others, who 
have been stood upon only once, are per- 
mitted to lay about them independent of 
the main body. There is, however, no real 
malice in the throng; for, after all, it is 
Christmas, and there is an intoxication— 
during the arid hours—about the lights, 
the silver paper, the furs and the toy- 
shops. Everybody, after his own fashion, 
feels wealthy. The money is there, even 
if it is only a sixpence, and it must be 
spent ; and all the luxuries, frivolities and 
hot water bottles of a big city are laid out 
before one. It may be lunatically opti- 
mistic of us, but we feel, as time wears 
on—and Christmas comes but once a year— 
that the chances of receiving a really 
revolting present are becoming less and 
less. The diabolically inspired weaver of 
iridescent ties and mufflers appears to 
have steadied himself to a remarkable 
degree; and an entirely inedible box of 
chocolates only can be found by the un- 
reasonably industrious. A number of 
firms, catering to the “I'll have that 
there ” group, exhibit their wares already 
packed, and the attendant has merely to 
fill in the recipient’s name and address on 
the wrapping. Others attract the buyer by 
curious mechanical devices that shoot. a 
lighting cigarette into the hand, fill a glass 
without human aid, or perform other first 
aid services undreamed of by our fore- 
fathers. In the midst of machinery, wire- 
less sets and chromium plating, however, 
a bit of a fir tree—incredibly—still is the 
centre of Christmas.

‘‘ With-a view to expediting the. work of 
the Conference a meeting of heads of dele- 
gations was held this afternoon, at the re- 
quest of the Japanese delegate, to discuss 
in detail the manner in which the Japanese 
delegation proposed to apply in practice 
their plan for a common upper limit of 
naval tonnage. ' 

‘* A full and detailed discussion on this 
question took place. 

““ It was agreed that at their next meet- 
ing the ‘First Committee should consider 
the proposal of the United Kingdom dele- 
gation. for quantitative limitation—the 
Japanese proposal for quantitative limita- 
tion being reserved for further reflection 
and examination.’’ 

The next meeting of the First Committee 
will be at 3.15 this afternoon. 


QUITE UNSUCCESSFUL | 


Yesterday’s decision of the Conference does 
not mean that the Japanese proposal has 
been completely and finally shelved. There 
is nothing to preclude the Conference from 
returning to it. But it does mean that the 
long and patient endeavours which have 
been made to reconcile Japanese views 
with those of Britain ‘and the United 
States have been quite unsuccessful. Japan 
admits that varying states of vulnerability 
exist among the different Powers, and that 
their naval requirements are not uniform 

She takes the view, however, that these 
conditions could be met by a categorical 
distribution within a common upper limit 

Neither the United States nor the 
British delegation, however, can admit 
that the strategical requirements of the 
two nations admit of parity in tonnage 


ABSTRACT DISCUSSION 

The Japanese delegation has, from 
beginning to end of the discussions, not 
named a definite figure fér the common 
upper limit. The most it has done has 
been to state that it must be below the 
existing naval tonnage of Japan. 

The question of varying vulnerability 
was discussed at considerable length yes- 
terday, but the discussion was of an 
abstract nature. The Japanese are not 
dissatisfied with the reception which has 
been given to their proposal. They admit 
that it has been carefully and patiently 
considered, but they adhere to it, without 
any modification, as the basis of their 


approach towards armaments reduction. 

A member of their delegation said yes 
vesterday: ‘‘We admit that there are vary- 
ing degrees of responsibility amongst the 
nations, and the strategical conditions 
create special problems. But we think 
that all these things can be met by adiust- 
ment within a common upper limit.” 


QUANTITATIVE IDEA 

The British proposals on the quantita. 
tive side, which will be considered to-day, 
are, relatively speaking, of less im- 
portance than Britain’s qualitative pro 
posals, which aim at a categorical limita- 
tion of size and gun power. The 
quantitative idea is based on the proposal 
that each naval power should declare its 
projected building programme over a 
number of years, both in total tonnage 
and in tonnage of various categories of 
ships. 
A period of six years has been suggested. 
but that is by no means a definite figure. 
It is regarded as a maximum, and if 
agreement is reached the period wil, 
probably be considerably shorter. 
The purpose of the scheme is to secure 
stability for as long a period as possible, 
to prevent panic building, and*to obviate 
the need for assembling conferences at 
intervals of two or three years.

Seanad Eireann, the Seanad proposes a 
conference between members representing 
both Houses of the Oireachtas for the pur- 
pose of considering an amendment of the 
character suggested and such other 
amendments providing for the period. of 
transition or otherwise as may be found 
desirable : 

‘That the Seanad be represented at 
such conference by seven senators. 

“That a message be sent to the Dail 
accordingly.”’ 

This motion will, no doubt, be regarded 
by the Government as tantamount to a 
direct negative. Actually, even if it were 
passed, the most it could accomplish 
would be to delay the operation of the 
bill for a period of sixty days. There 
will, no doubt, be a good deal of speaking 
from the Opposition side of the House, as 
there was at the previous discussions, and 
very little from the Government side.

Mr. Henry Jack, teller at the bank, 
stated yesterday: “ I was working in the 
office when a man came in and prodtcing 
two £1 notes placed them on the counter 
and asked if I would give him silver in 
exchange. 


COVERED WITH A GUN 


““I came from my desk to the counter 
and produced the silver. Another man 
entered almost behind the first one, and 
he was slowly edging around the counter 
when I saw that he had a sawn-off shot- 
gun levelled at me. 

“I, of course, became alarmed, and one 
man said to the other, ‘If he moves, give 
him the works,’ while the second man 
said, ‘Keep quiet or I will make you 


quiet.’ 

“ While I was covered by the weapon 
one of the men dashed round the counter 
and, scooping up bundles of notes from 
the counter drawers, dashed through the 
doorway. 

‘Immediately that they had gone I 
smashed the window with a heavy paper- 
weight to attract the notice of people out- 
side. Then I followed the men to the 
door, and was just in time to see a large 
car disappearing out of sight.’’ 

The money had been deposited over the 
week-end from shops. 

Mr. Jack added that a friend of his, 
Mr. John Paton, insurance agent, arrived 
at the bank in his car shortly afterwards, 
and they both drove off in pursuit, but 
their search over ten miles was fruitless. 

All police forces in the southern half of 
Scotland joined in the search. Police 
cordons watched every road leading south, 
and guards were placed on the roads to 
Edinburgh in case the men doubled back. 


PREVIOUS RAIDS 


In September there was a raid on a 
branch of the Royal Bank of Scotland on 
the main road between Edinburgh and 
Corstorphine. A young man, armed with 
a revolver, held-up the teller and his 
assistant and escaped in a car with £440. 

The Denny branch of the Commercial 
Bank of Scotland, a few miles from 
Slamannan, lost £1,100 to a gunman in 
April, 1932. 

Four years ago Robert Donald, in 
charge of a bank at Clydebank, was shot 
dead and £2,000 was stolen. The man 
responsible has never been found.

HOW THE WAR 
STANDS

The Times observes to-day in a leading 
article:—The war in .Abyssinia is at 
present overshadowed by the conflict over 
the projected peace proposals. This rele- 
gation of the battle front to the back- 
ground has had contributory causes in the 
apparent absence of movements and the 
curtailment of news. Yet the situation at 
the front in its existing stagnation has an 
important bearing on the view to be taken 
of the proposals. The peace terms pro- 
duced in Paris represent an advance 
favourable to Italy on those which she 
spurned before opening hostilities, yet it 
is difficult to believe that the actual situa- 
tion in Abyssinia, after two and a-half 
months of war, appears so favourable to 
the responsible Italian leaders as they 
imagined it would be when planning the 
invasion. History shows that the hopes 
of an invader are often higher than the 
facts warrant ; it also shows that the fears 
of the invaded and their sympathisers are 
likewise exaggerated, and it has some- 
times had to record that the prevalence 
of such fears has been the means of re- 
deeming hopes that were otherwise likely 
to prove misplaced. Here is a danger that 
analysis may check. 

After remarking that, after ten weeks 
of strenuous effort, following months of 
preparation, the Italian forces have gone 
a very little way towards solving the 
sroblems which faced them, and that the 
limited extent of their achievement 
hitherto has seriously diminished their 
prospects of adequate progress before the 
rains return, The Times reviews’ the 
positions on the war fronts, and proceeds:

the sea—a wide ribbon of blue for over 
forty miles—is ‘‘ an unmistakable land- 
mark ” for planes approaching the Irish 


coast. 
This, and the fact that the lower reaches 


of the Shannon, though tidal, are com- 
pletely free from the surge of the Atlantic 
rollers, and are for the most part sheltered 
from winds, have been the deciding 
factors in the selection. Other factors are, 
of course, its proximity to railways and 
its nearness to the West coast. 


CALM WATER 


It is now apparent that the stretch of 
water which it 1s proposed will be utilised 
by the Giant Clipper type of flying boat ig 
that slightly north-west of Foynes, and; 
almost due south of Newmarket-on-Fergus, 
in the County Clare. Between these two 
places the experts, it is stated, have found 
a stretch of water which gives them a circle 
of calm water two miles in diameter on 
which to land or take off their machines. 
This stretch of water is virtually on the 
same parallel of longitude as Galway, and, 
unlike the Connaught capital, it is almost 
completely land-locked and sheltered from 
wind and wave. It joins completely flat 
coast on either side, and in this connection 
it would appear that the experts have the 
choice of either Limerick or Clare as the 
site of the land aerodrome which is 
naturally a corollary of the schem 

Captain Hanrahan, Harbour Mas™r of 
Limerick, who accompanied Mr. Banks, 
the Imperial Airways expert, in a motor- 
boat survey of the area some weeks ago, 
told me that this official expressed keen 
pleasure at the natural facilities afforded 
bv both coasts, but did not give any 
indication as to which would be finally 


chosen. 
THE FLYING BOATS 


Captain Hanrahan added that Mr. 
Banks, who has been accompanied by. 
Commandant G. J. Carroll, of the Free 
State Army Air Corps, and Mr. T. 
O’Sullivan, Chief Aeronautical Adviser to 
the Free State Army Air Corps, spent 
several days on the inspection, and investi- 
cated the possibilities of both sites on the 
river. At the conclusion Mr. Banks re- 
quested that the data and information 
already collected -might be supplemented 
by wind, tide, and general we-ther charts. 
I understand that the type of flying-boat 
which it is proposed to use draws nine 
feet of water. The Shannon channel below 
Limerick provides ten times this depth 
throughout its length—in some places it 
is as much as 23 fathoms deep.

In Horace’s case 
it was due partly to the marvellous skill 
im the selection of the right word in the 
right place and the perfection of talents that 
leit nothing that could. be improved. It 
was also as to his extraordinary gift of 
appreciating his own limitations. He 
refuted the idea that there was any snobbish- 
ness in Horace, and said that no man who 
could have stood by his father and his 
friends so loyally could have been a snob. 
Mr. W. 8B. Stanford, B.A. F.,T.C.D., 
seconding the vote, said that, judged from 
the standards of Greek literature, of which 
Horace had been a conscious imitator, he 


did not think that Horace satisfied the 
criteria. He regarded his Satires as very 
unoriginal in their matter. He did not 


accept a view that had been advanced that 
Horace was to Lucilius what Pope was to 


Chaucer. Chaucer was now believed by 
many to have been a liner poet, and, to his 
min. Í Horace had stolen the fire of 
Lucilius. Horace’s metres were of low 


quality: compared with the Greeks’, but his 
fellow-countrymen were too: lazy to learn 
the Greek poets, so they took Horace 
instead. Horace, however, had the ‘‘ knack ”’ 
of putting things well, and was invaluable 
for quotation, but he was insincere, and 
never let himself go, like the great poets. 
He was callous and essentially a technician, 
and, because he was a technician, he never 
achieved greatness. 

Professor M. Tierney, M.A., supporting the 
vote, said that in a certain sense Ireland 
could claim to be the second country of 
Horace. If it had not been for the fact that 
manuscripts of Horace were brought by Irish 
scholars to the Court of the French King, 
Charles the Bald, in the ninth century it was 
quite possible that very little would be known 
to-day about Horace. iu latter days, too, they 
had great scholars like Palmer, Tyrrell, and 
others, who had done much jor the modern 
study of Horace. He thought that in the 
field of Jrish medieval history there . was 
much. research work that could be done by 
their Irish poets eg Referring to 
Horace’s great care and the time devoted to 
securing that perfection of line which marked 
his work, Professor Tierney said he believed 
their own, greatest poet, often spent a «day 
composing ia line, and it was not by any 
means too long if it were a success. Horace 
had tried to restoré poetry to the old Greek 
ideals, and he prodticéd poetry that was not 
only amusing, but a lesson to his fellow: 
countrymen and the people of the Empire 
generally. ;

An important declaration on sanctions 

and their effect on the foreign trade of 
the world in general, and India in parti- 
cular, was made by the Viceroy, Lord 
Willingdon, when he addressed the Asso- 
ciated Chambers of Commerce at their 
annual meeting here to-day. 
Maintenance of the Covenant of the 
League of Nations, he said, must out- 
weigh the more material considerations of 
profit and loss. 
“The economic isolation of so important 
an industrial and economic power as Italy 
must bring in its train the most serious 
disturbance of world economy, but it will 
be our endeavour to minimise by every 
means in our power its effect on India’s 
trade and commerce—though it is impos- 
sible as yet to estimate what those effects 
will be. The British Government has 
already taken steps to ensure that in the 
deliberations of the Special Committee of 
the League India’s claim to consideration 
should most energetically pursued.”

Distress has been caused in Coptic 
Church circles by the news which has 
reached here of the arrest of several Coptic 
priests in the Holy City of Aksum by the 
occupying Italian troops. 

Two of the arrested priests belong to the 
Church of St. Mary’s, which was built by 
the Portuguese in the sixteenth century as 
a fortréss, where legend has located the 
tables of stohe brought down by Moses 
from Mount Sinai. 

The priests were arrested following the 
alleged discovery of cartridges concealed 
in their houses by Italian soldiers who 
were making a search. Prints and photo- 


graphs of the Emperor Haile Selassie were 


confiscated from ‘all their houses. 

Coloured portraits of the Emperor and 
Empress which hung on the wall of the 
outer precinct in the Church of St. Mary’s 
were forcibly removed. 

The clergy of the occupied territory, it 
is said, have been thrown itito a panic 
by these strong measures in the Holy City 
of Abyssinia.

FLANAGAN, P.P. 
The death of the Very Rev. John Canoh 


place suddenly yesterday at the age of sixty- 
four. Educated at the. Holy Cross. College, 
Clonliffe, Dublin, he was. ordained there in 
1896. He also studied for a time in the 
Propaganda College, Rome. After his 
ordination he was appointed curate in Bal- 
briggan, County Dublin, and shortly after- 
wards he was transferred to St. Michael’s 
and St. John’s ‘parish, Dublin, from which 
he went in 1901 as curate to the Pro- 
Cathedral. Im 1922 he was appointed 
Administrator to the Pro-Cathedrai, and 
following a further three years he 
was moved to Fairview as Adminis- 
trator.

While in Fairview, Canon Flanagan used a 
great part of his time in looking after the 
interests of the school children, and finall 
sueceeded in having erected the new churc 
and schools of St. Vincent de Paul in Marino. 
He was a native of Dublin, a nephew of the 
late Alderman Flanagan, cousin of the wife 
of Mr. W. T. Cosgrave and brother of the 
Rev. P. Flanagan, Aughrim street parish. 
During his long association with the Pro- 
Cathedral Father Flanagan, as he was then, 
endeared himself to very many by his good 
works and kindly personality, and it was 
with great regret that the annouricement of 
his removal to Fairview was heard by them.

MR. ROWLAND SOUTHERN 


Many Irish anglers, and not a few English 
and Scottish, will learn with regret of the 
unexpected death in a nursing home in 
Dublin, at the comparatively early age of 
53, of Mr. Rowland Southern, Assistant 
Inspector in the Fisheries Branch of the 
Department of Agriculture. Mr. Southern

the pioneer work on the food and growth 
of trout in Lough Derg which he had 
carried out in 1920-23, in collaboration with 
Mr. A. ©. Gardiner, Mr. Southern was born 
in Lancashire in 1882, and, after ape arn, 
in chemistry, obtained a post as analytica 
chemist in the City Analyst’s Laboratory in 
Dublin, but his natural’ bent was towards 
zoology, and, after studying in the College 
of Science, Dublin, and taking a degree in 
science’ in the London University, he jeined 
the staff of the Natural History Section of 
the National Museum in 1907, and in 1911 
obtained a transfer to the Fisheries Branch 
of the Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction. He was a contributor 
to the Proceedings of the Royal . Irish 
Academy, the Salmon and .Trout Magazine, 
and other scientific and technical journals, 
and it will probably surprise his fishing 
acquaintances to learn that, in addition to 
his wide knowledge of fresh-water zoology, 
he was a recognised European authority on 
marine worms, and had published several 
important papers on different groups. His 
death will leave a blank which will be hard 
to fill among his colleagues and his many 
other friends in fishing and scientific circles 
in Dublin. 


MISS KATHLEEN BALFE 


The death of Miss Kathleen Balfe, a great- 
grand-daughter oí Daniel O'Connell, has 
occurred at 35 Charleville road, Phibs- 
borough, Dublin. Miss Balfe was a daughter 
of the late Major Michael Balfe, of South- 
park, County Roscommon, and her mother, 
who died last year at the age of 83, was 
grand-daughter of O'Connell.

Lloyd Lewis, M.A., headmaster, referred to 
the recent leading article in the 7rish Times, 
referring to the sending of children out of the 
country to be educated, and said: “ Here let 
me say that I am not referring to any parents 
in particular, but to parents generally in Ire- 
land. I have sometimes tried to find out why 
Irish parents like to send their children away. 
Generally it is because they think that there 
is some special distinction attached to being 
at an English school. No one will 
deny that Winchester, Marlborough. and 
the great public schools give the boy some- 
thing that we cannot give in Ireland. They 
have centuries of tradition behind them— 
historic buildings and beautiful grounds, and 
these cannot fail to impress the minds of 
pupils; but how many boys and girls go to 
the great schools? Usually you will find that 
they go to more or iess unknown schools, 
whose only merit is apparently that they are 
not Irish. 


CALL TO PARENTS 


“*T ask parents to look at the mati¢r from 
a business point of view—sheer valve for 
money. I claim we in Ireland give: better 
value and better education than these lesser 
known schools elsewhere. I have been in a 
public school’ both as a boy and master, and 
feel I can speak with authority. In Ireland 
there are a number of old established Fro- 
testant schools with fine scholastic traditions. 
Our ownisamongthem. The majority of these 
schools were founded with the object cf 
providing education at a reasonable cost for 
children members of the Church of Ireland. 
What do we find? Great numbers of Pro- 
testants. clergy among them, ignore their 
own schools and send their children to 
schools which have little or no religious 
teaching, and are surprised if the children 
develop curious beliefs. 

“TI realise that parents must have perfect 
liberty to do exactly as they wish in the 
matter, and if they feel that by sending 
their children away they are benefiting them, 
then there is no more to be said, but that 
is a debatable point. Usually children return 
home discontented with life here in Ireland, 
and inclined to look down on their former 
friends, and. indeed, on: their parents. [ 
have not time to discuss this matter as fully 
as I would like, and so must leave it; but 
I do urge the claims of the Irish schools cn 
Irish people.

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LUBECK’S PLACE IN 
HISTORY 


HANSEATIC CITY’S 
STIRRING PAST 


x—-—— 
(By Dr. Hans Steen.) 


F you would like to leave behind the world 
| of to-day and step down for an hour or 
so into by-gone years you have only to 
go walking through the old narrow streets 
aud by-ways of Libeck, stopping now and 
then to enter the heavy portals of an ancient 
church, or to admire the beauty of some 
historic patrician residence. , The lofty spires 
of the churches, now green with age, ire 
surrounded by memories of the days when 
this proud city was powerful enough to wage 
war against England, or Holland, Sweden or 
Denmark. Memories of the time when the 
Fuggers and the Medicis plied their mer- 
chant trade within its walls, or when 
Gustavus Vasa took refuge there, long be- 
fore the Swedes proclaimed him King at 
Stockholm. 


FORMER GLORY 


There is hardly a street or lane in the old 
Hansa city which does not contain some relic 
of past glory. ‘The old city wall dates back 
to the Thirty Years’ War, and near the 
harbour still stands the Holsten Gate, once 
bristling with cannon, when the burghers ol 
luibeck erected it as a protection against 
their hostile neighbour, Denmark. 

The cannon were never fired, for no one, 
not even the mighty Wallenstein or the 
victorious ‘lilly, ever dared in those days to 
attack Lubeck. lt was considered im- 
pregnable. No menarch was ever prouder 
than were the City Councillors of Libeck. 
When the emissaries of the Hanseatic League 
were assembled there it could truthfully be 
called a meeting of the lords of Central 
Europe. And woe betide anyone who 
attempted to make war on Labeck ' Neither 
Copenhagen, nor Stockholm, nor Visby could 
withstand the mercenary soldiers who 
guarded the city. 

Everywhere one turns one finds records of 
Libeck’s past history in the Gothic 
Cathedral, with its twin apives, are entombed 
generations of bishops covering a period of 
over 600 years. . Henry the Lion built the 
great cit} wall. when he founded the 
city. about 1150, and his tomb 18 
also here, as are tLose of the 
Princes of Holstein and  Senleswig. 
The cathedral was the last Catholic Church in 
Liabeck, and its bishopric was not dissolved 
until the Napoleonic wars in 1815. 


PAGES FROM HISTORY 


Not far from the cathedral stands the ancient 
Kaiser Gate, flanked by green walls. Under 
its imposing arches Emperor Charles IV. once 
entered the city. Later its portals were 
opened to the Swedes under Crown Prince 
Bernadotte, the Cossacks under. Tettenborn, 
the French under Murat, the Prussians under 
blucher. There is said to have been ‘an 
underground passage from :this gate to the 
centre of the city, where rises the enormous 
St. Mary’s Church, whose spires overlook the 
red-tiled roofs of the heart of the city. If 
the cathedral was the seat of the bishops, 
St. Mary’s was the place of worship of the 
Liibeck ‘citizenry, whose high-gabled houses 
surround its sacred precincts. These were 
the “Burghers, whose counting-houses 
could be found in Bergen, Novgorod, on the 
Island of Skane, in London and in Bruges. 
Then was the golden age of Lúbeck s 
history. 

The city fathers met in counsil every year, 
and for all their hospitality toward foreigners, 
they had severe laws for their own cituzens. 
A burgermaster who once attended a great 
banquet when the Danes were threatening to 
attack the city’s naval forces in-the harbour, 
was beheaded on the square in front of the 
‘ Rathaus ” as a penalty for his negligence. 
In Liibeck’s final hopeless struggle against 
the northern kingdoms, the revolutionary 
burgermaster and popular leader, Juergen 
Wullenwever, seized all the treasures in St. 
Mary’s Church to have them melted and 
turned into coinage for the city. 

The high spires: of St. Mary’s have wit- 
nessed many great events. They have seen 
the great mercantile fleets of the Hansa 
plying to and fro from all the ports of the 

orth and Baltic Seas. Out of what to-day 
is but an insignificant harbour, there used to 
sail gallant men-of-war to hunt the pirates 
and privateeers who infested the bays and 
coasts of the Baltic—famous buccaneers, such 
as Claus Stoertebecker and his ‘‘Likedeelers."’ 
When the brave burgermasters who had been 
killed in the sea fights which continually were 
taking place in the Sund or off the Island 
of Skane. were brought back, they were 
buried with honours in the crypt of St. 
Mary's. This famous church has a set of 
chimes over 500 years old. The carved 
figures of the bell-ringers are meant to re 
sent the various Prince-Electors of the Holy 
Roman Empire doing obeisance before the 
throne of the Emperor. 


PROPHETICAL SCULPTURE 


Not far from this group of carvings is the 
small statue of a mouse gnawing at the roots 
of a great oak tree. This prophetical bit of 
sculpture was placed there by the men of 


Libeck many many hundred years ago, and 
even at the height of the city’s power it was 
an omen of Libeck’s -final whfall. Inner 
dissensions were one day to sap the life of

THE UNEMPLOYMENT

N the House of Commons to-day Mr. W. 
| 8, Morrison (Financial Secretary to the 
Treasury) moved that the House approve 
an Order made by the Treasury under the 
Irish Free State (Special Duties) Act, 1952. 
Mr. J. C. ‘Ede (Labour) mentioned that 
the Order was mide on Armistice Day, and 
one might hope that they were getting 
towards a ‘state of economic armistice be- 
tween Great Britain and the Irish Free 
State. . The Order reduced the duty on 
turkeys from 4d, to 2d. pe: pound—not that 
that interested the turkeys. He asked were 
sn thorny being taken to make sure that the 
reduction in duty wou'd be passed on to the 
consumer. Were the members going to cele- 
brate Christmas by getting the benefit in 
respect of the turkeys? The duty had been 
halved. Another ch. nge in the Secretaryship 
of the Dominions and the duty might be 
abolished. (Hear, hear.) 

r. W. 8. Morrison (Financial Secretary 
to the ‘'reasury) said that he would explain 
to the House why the Order had: been deemed 
necessary. The Additional Import Duties 
Act, 1955, when passed. last Apri, raised the 
duty cn foreign turkeys from 1d. to dd. per 
lb. By the operation of the Import Duties 


} Act, 1932.-this increase automatically became 


attached to the duty already being paid on 
Injsh turkeys under the Irish Free State 
Duties Act. and had the effect of raising the 
total duty on these turkeys from 5d. to 7d. 
per Ib. ‘These duties. were for revenue 
purposes, the sole object being to collect a 
certain amount of revenue. ‘The discrepancy 
between the duties on foreign and Irish 
turkeys was such that it was thought that the 
trade would be injured, and would 
in scme ways become les easy to 
gather in. For that reason this reduction of 
duty was being made. The Order was made 
on the 8th of November last, so that there 
would be plenty of time for the Christmas 
market. He was informed that the traffic 
in dead turkeys reached a climax at this 
time of the year, and was of no considerable 
dimensions during other months. 


CONSUMERS’ CASE 


Regarding the consumer, he was afraid 
that attached to the Order was nothing which 
would have the effect Mr, Ede had in mind. 
The Government left that at this time of the 
year to the operations of competition, and if 
Mr. Ede found himself going to purchase a 
turkey at Farringdon Market he would surely 
find plenty of competition among those ener- 
getic persons who were selling them. 
(Laughter. )

| derry) said that the duties on Irish turkeys 


had been part of the payment from the 
Irish Free State which went towards the 
money they owed Great Britain in respect 
of engagements entered into by the Govern- 
ment of the Irish Free State. He asked 
what was the amount of money received 
during the past. year, and whether there was 
any money owing, . He thought that the 
House was entitled to know the financial 
position. The influx of agricultural 
products from the Irish Free State naturally 
affected producers in Great Britain, and, if 
prices were to be kept at the usual level, 
ter oe of turkeys in the United 

ingdom should have the benefit or get 
a prior claim. He did not know 
why the duty was being taken off, because 
the market price of turkeys had not been 
very high recently. Did the Chancellor in 
tend to put on any other duty to take the 
place of this one? When the Government 
set out voluntarily to halve this duty surely 
it was possible to get it: somewhere else. 

Sir Percy Harris (Liberal) said that he 
understood that there was a trade between 
Southern and ‘Northern Ireland in turkeys. 
In view of the curious journeys between 
Scuthern and Northern Ireland, he asked 
whether any turkeys had been popping across 
the boundary, and, if the Customs officials 
were discharging their duties efficiently 
preventing these transfers, would they be 
able to give a certificate of birth ?—(Laugh- 
ter: ) 

Mr. G. Muff (Labour) said that he had 
had a letter from Belfast saying that turkeys 
would be very scarce. He hoped that the 
poor folk in Yorkshire who wanted cheap 
turkeys would get the benefit of the Order. 
He honed that the House would agree to the 
resolution. 

The Order was approved.

Charles IV., the ‘‘ Winter King ” Frederick 
V. of Bohemia, as well as great soldiers, 
such as Murat, Rernadotte, Blucher and 
Scharnhorst—all played a part in the history 
of old Liibeck, and the city’s museums are
